Baylor 
conferred  upon  him  the  honorary 
doctor  of  divinity  degree  in  1920.

POAU  Challenges 
NCEA  Statement 


House  Approves  Probe 
Of  Radio,  TV  Programs 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C— <RNS>— 
The  House  of  Representatives  ap 
proved  a  resolution  calling  (or  an  ] 
investigation  of  television  and  radio 
programs  which  are  of  immoral 
character  or  tend  to  place  undue 
emphasis  on  crime  and  violence. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a 
voice  vote  despite  protests  by  sev¬ 
eral  members  that  it  was  a  step 
toward  ‘’censorship.” 

Rep.  E.  C.  Gathings  (D.-Ark), 
sponsor  of  the  resolution,  said  that 
many  parents,  educators  and  reli 
gious  leaders  are  seriously  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  quality  of  radio 
and  television  programs  currently 
being  broadcast  to  juvenile  audien 
ces.  * 

He  said  that  a  group  of  parents 
who  watched  two  hours  of  such 
’shows  recently  counted  17  instanc¬ 
es  of  violence  in  that  period,  six 
major  crimes,  including  murder 
and  kidnapping,  and  several  off¬ 
color  jokes. 

Rep.  Gathings  said  that  no  cen¬ 
sorship  is  planned  unless  the  probe 
indicates  that  government  action  is 
needed. 

The  investigation  will  be  conduct¬ 
ed  by  the  House  Commerce  Com¬ 
mittee  which  handles  all  radio  and 
i  television,  licensing  and  regulatory 
legislation. 

Meanwhile  the  House  also  gave 
approval  to  another  resolution  that 
would  set  up  a  special  committee 
to  probe  immoral  influences  in 
comic  books  and  so  called  “pocket 
I  books.”
